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We intended this week to follow up our obgervations re-

The Berlin Gacette contains the details of the horrible 
events which, under the direction of the French, steeped in 
blood fast springsthe country of Oldenburg. The facts 
which inclined men’s minds towards independence, are 
known; the following isan abstract of what has been the 


consequence of this noble movement ;— 

‘+ The Sub-Prefect Frochet bad, on retiring, appointed an 
Administrative Commission, composed of five members, charged 
with performing his functions during his absence, This Com- 
mission saw itself obliged, by the dismission givew it by the 
Mayor of Oldeoborg, to establish in its place a Commuual 
Commission, composed of five members of the ancient Magis- 
tracy of the town; at the same time it sent circulars into the 
provinee, by which it maiatained the Mayors of the rural 
Communes in their fuactions, under the name of Communal! 
Commissioners. It charged them expressly to maintain tran- 
quillity and good order in their districts, and to form each, for 
this purpose, a guard composed of landholders, Thi> mea- 
sure, dictated by the mast wise local circumstances, was con- 
demned asa crime ina letter written by Prefect Count Urberg ; 
and as soon as the Freach re-appeared in that cougiry, the five 
Members of that Cowmisien were arrested and conducted te 
Bremen. The Military Commission, assembled by Geoeral 
Vandamme, stated, among the principal charges of accusation 
against the Communal Commission, iv having spoken in its cir- 
cuint, of troops which approached, without having specified 
that it by that meant it expected French troops; and its hav- 
ing sizued, in quality of av Administrative Commission, wish- 
out having declared that it. was a Freach Commission esta- 
blished by the Sub-Prefect, On those charges an tmyprison- 
meot of six’ months was adjudged against the five Members.

Perhaps the 
distance of the scene of action, the comparative insignifi- 
cance of the contest, and the vast :n»portance of the great 
struggle which is going on, as it were, at our very doors, 
may naturally account for this apathy.—The conquest of 
Canada by the Ainericans would, however, in the present 
state of things, be a serious blow to this country inacem 
mercial point of view, and our West Indian possessions 
would particularly suffer in consequence, as they receive 
many necessary supplies from Canada, the loss of which 
would, iv a great measure, throw them upon the United 
States for support.—But if our possessions io North Ame- 
rica are not of the utmost value to us, the Republican 
Government seem to view the acquisition of them as an 
object of peculiar interest ; and there are, we think, very 
good reasons, why they should so regard it. Dispossess 
the English of Canada, and the United States may then be 
said to be complete masters of the North Americao Conti- 
nent; but while we remain in possession,-we can more 
readily stir up the Indians, intrigue with the disaffected, 
aad send missions of disunion through the Republican 
States. —What the politics of the ‘* New Era” may be, it 
would be hard to determine ; but it is tolerably certain, 
that Georce the Third never ceased to entertain hopes, 
that a Branch of his Family might one day be called to 
rule over a people, whose independence he had so reluct- 
antly acknowledged. —Some Treasury Politicians may ex- 
claim,—"* Who but the disaffected can imogine that the 
Americans will evee wrest Canada from us? Are we not 
victors in every contest; and dy we nut sce their armies 
and Generals captured, and their camps storined, by a hand- 
ful of British troops ?”—True, Geatlemen ; all this we do 
sees but how long do yeu calculate upon such events ?— 
At present, the American troops are mere militia: scarcely 
a man among them,—officer or privale,—lhas ever heard 
a hostile shot fired. To expect that such soldiers would be 
able to stand against regular teoups at first, would argue 
an ignorance of military history, which would be unpar- 
donable even in a schovl-hoy.—As it is, however, by dint 
of numbers, the raw forces of the Uniled States have got 
a strong hold of the Canadian frontier, Their attempts to 
advance may bud. will fail again and again: but in every 
effort they will gain discipline, steadiness, and skill: and 
if the contest continue any length of time, it seems to us 
scarcely possible but that it must end at last in favour of 
the superior force. — The population of the United’ States 
we have heard rated as high as 12 millions. This we have 
reason to think is an exaggerated statement: but take it 
at nine snillions,—whick is morc than that of Gceat Bri- 


~ tain,—and thea calculate the force which such a popula- 


tion can send into the field, in its own neighbourhood, aud 
at a time when those with whom it has to contend are en- 
Eagad ina furious affray with the most powerful empire in 
the world.

Even the 
gravanid stubborn Romans flocked.» with rapture to the 
pantomimie dances of Prcaves and Ba rayccos, and others, 
which had a charin to lull to'sleep al! regret for their lost 
liberty, and even all sence of the stinging cruclties of Nerv. 
All Rome was divided into two parties under the alspices 
of these two mimes, and conducted themselves with ten- 
fold more avimosity than the opposing partizans of Nico- 
pins and Farswecor. We should be very sorry tu sce our 
saber countrymen so infatdated with Dinetor asto forget 
their rights or their enemivs; but we are anxious hot to 
bee them inferior to other nations in the cultivation of a 
fine and intellectual art. Well may it be called a fine art, 
which can supply the place of speech, and excite every 
affection of the human heart by the mere force of grace- 
ful action. When well conducted, *it can he picturesque 
as the finest compositions of the painter or the sculptor: it 
can be more, for it is painting or stataary in. motions Who 
that ever saw Des Haves, would scruple to call him a 
beautiful aod even a grand artist? Nature indeed had 
give fim a face and person equal to that in which fancy 
has embodied the Belvidere Apollo: but his looks, his ges- 
tures, his altitudes, were all his own, and so delightfully 
expressive and harmonious, that we could forgive the man 
who would not have turned aside bis eyes to gaz even upoa 
a cartoon of Raramagc, or a statue of Parvtas.

Mr Bourke, 
a respectable wine-merchant, who had been present duriog the 
greater part of them, came forward and informed Mr, Tur- 
ron, that he was deputed by a party of Gentlemen to inform 
him, that they bad entered into a subscription for the widow 
of Clifford, which at present amounted to nearly 501, ; that the 
persous whom he represented were exceedingly anxious that 
this sum should be properly applied, and for that purpose be 
had called ow the Magistfates for their advice. 

Mr. Tuaton politely informed Mr, Bourke, that this hor- 
rid transaction was yet involved in great mystery, and begging 
hm for the present to withhold his assistance, assured him that 
he would undertake to see the widow and children taken proper 
care of, though, for certain reasons, he believed he must be 
under toe necessity of placing Mrs. Clifford under the eye of
